As  of  Nov.  30,  201 1,  there  were  142  treatment  court  programs:  89  adult,  15  juvenile,  13  family, 
21  designated  DWI,  1  reintegration,  and  3  veterans  courts  serving  8  counties.  The  commission 
provided  funding  to  50  treatment  court  jurisdictions  that  include  131  treatment  court  programs. 

Participants 

As  of  Nov.  30,  201 1,  there  were  3,277  individuals  participating  in  treatment  courts  as  measured 
by  a  count  of  cases.  The  adult  category  includes  reintegration,  veterans  and  adult  drug  courts 
unless  otherwise  noted.

As  of  Nov.  30,  201 1,  there  have  been  a  total  of  10,972  treatment  court  graduates. 

A  total  of  585  babies  have  been  born  to  female  participants  during  treatment.  538  of  these  have 
been  born  drug  free. 

•  Two  drug  free  babies  were  born  to  participants  that  exited  treatment  court  during 
this  reporting  period. 

•  No  drug  exposed  babies  were  born  to  participants  that  exited  treatment  court 
during  this  reporting  period.  This  is  twelve  consecutive  reporting  periods  in  which 
no  drug  exposed  babies  were  born.
